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Two  miles  of  foot  trails  lead  through  the  woodlands  and  Segwick  Gardens  at  Long  Hill,  former  summer  home  of 
Ellery  Sedgwick,  editor  of  Atlantic  Monthly  magazine  until  1938.  Located  in  Beverly,  Long  Hill  now  serves  as  general 
headquarters  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
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THE  TRUSTEES  OE  RESERVATIONS  is  the  world's  oldest 
land  trust.  Founded  in  1891  by  Boston  landscape 
architect  Charles  Eliot,  it  preserves  for  public  use  and 
enjoyment  properties  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic 
and  ecological  value  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
and  protects  special  places  across  the  state. 

Today,  The  Trustees  owns  and  manages  77 
properties,  totaling  more  than  20,000  acres,  all  open 
to  the  public.  The  Trustees  also  holds  conservation 
restrictions  on  more  than  130  parcels,  protecting  an 
additional  10,000  acres,  whose  ownership  remains  in 
private  hands.  Through  its  Land  Conservation  Center, 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations  continues  to  save  open 
land  across  Massachusetts. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private,  non- 
profit organization  with  more  than  15,000  members. 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations  relies  for  support 
entirely  upon  memberships,  contributions,  admission 
fees,  grants  and  endowments.

he  directs.  Important  new  properties  continue  to  be  put 
under  our  protection  and  the  reservations  we  hold  are 
being  well  maintained  and  managed.  If  membership  is 
another  measure  of  our  success,  it  continues  to  grow, 
and  we  continue  to  do  well. 

With  the  growth  of  endowment  as  a  primary  goal, 
our  Planned  Giving  program  has  also  flourished  over 
the  past  year.  In  many  instances,  we  have  helped 
donors  craft  ways  to  support  The  Trustees  through 
bequests  or  life  income  gifts.  Eloise  Hodges  reports 
that  The  Semper  Virens  Society,  honoring  those  who 
include  The  Trustees  in  their  estate  plan,  has  grown  to 
60  members,  nearly  doubling  the  number  of  charter 
members  listed  in  the  1995  Annual  Report. 

On  an  operating  basis  we  had  one  of  the  best  years 
ever,  though  as  our  Treasurer  John  Parker  explains  on 
page  16,  not  quite  as  good  as  the  new  federally 
mandated  accounting  system  makes  out.  Thanks  to 
you,  our  loyal  and  generous  supporters,  revenues  came 
in  well  above  budget;  thanks  to  us,  your  hardworking 
staff,  expenses  were  kept  well  below.  Our  goal  last 
year,  successfully  met,  was  to  do  "better  than  budget." 

Did  I  say  "hardworking  staff"?!  Well,  hard-working 
most  of  the  time.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  number  of 
us  got  away  to  just  plain  enjoy  the  properties — a  few 
of  us  to  cast  a  fly  over  Trustees'  waters,  others  to  hike 
a  trail,  to  sun  on  a  beach,  or  to  visit  a  Trustees' 


museum  house — perhaps  in  another,  less  familiar  part 
of  the  state.  It's  no  secret  that  whether  at  work  or  at 
play,  those  of  us  who  are  fortunate  to  call  ourselves 
"staff"  love  these  special  places.  We  understand  and 
appreciate  what  Charles  Eliot  meant  when,  105  years 
ago,  he  spoke  of  the  "refreshing  power  of  nature,"  and 
when  he  wrote  of 

...the  sithtle  influence  which  skies  and  seas, 
clouds  and  shadows,  woods  and  fields, 
and  all  that  mingling  of  the  natural  and  human 
which  we  call  landscape,  sheds  upon  human  life. 

We  recognize  too  that  a  big  part  of  our  jobs  is  to 
promote  this  understanding  among  others.  We  believe 
the  best  way  of  achieving  this  is  to  preserve  those 
special  places  that  represent  the  best  of  the 
Massachusetts  landscape  in  all  its  diversity,  places  that 
tell  the  story  of  the  interaction  of  people  and  nature 
over  the  more  than  10,000  years  of  human  habitation. 
Made  welcoming  and  accessible,  these  properties  are 
the  most  persuasive  voice  for  Eliot's  vision. 

Saving  and  managing  properties  with  people  in 
mind — not  just  to  preserve  historic,  scenic  and 
ecological  values — is  a  major  theme  of  Trustees  2000, 
the  strategic  plan  now  nearing  completion.  The 
Trustees  2000  planning  process  has  been  a  major 
activity  during  the  last  year  with  a  task  force  of  18 
volunteers  and  staff  ably  led  by  our  Chairman  Norton 
Sloan.  The  report  promises  to  focus  our  efforts  as  we 
head  for  the  millenium  on  providing  people  with  a 
reconnection  to  the  land  and  a  strong  sense  of  place 
and  stewardship  that  comes  from  that  connection.

OVER  THE  PAST  YEAR,  our  property  management 
efforts  have  been  placed  in  a  larger  context  by  the 
work  of  the  Trustees  2000  task  force  that  has  been 
developing  a  strategic  plan  for  the  organization.  Our 
vision  for  The  Trustees  includes  managing  our 
properties  for  people,  welcoming  visitors  to  them 
through  better  marketing,  signage,  interpretation,  and 
services  and  creating  more  opportunities  for  members 
to  become  active  through  programs  and  as  volunteers. 

We  have  also  identified  a  need  for  people  to 
reconnect  with  the  land,  in  order  both  to  enrich  their 
own  lives  and  to  help  them  appreciate  and  better  care 
for  our  properties  and  the  rest  of  the  Massachusetts 
landscape.  Our  collection  of  landscapes  enables  The 
Trustees,  uniquely,  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Massachusetts 
landscape:  how  the  interactions  of  people  and  nature 
over  thousands  of  years  have  resulted  in  the  special 
places  we  now  protect.  We  believe  that  understanding 
this  story  will  help  visitors  to  develop  an  increased 
appreciation  for  the  land  and  share  our  sense  of 
stewardship.  Because  our  collection  of  properties  includes 
monuments  of  cultural  history  as  well  as  of  natural 
beauty,  we  preserve  both  the  built  environment  and  the 
natural  landscape  that  together  create  a  sense  of  place. 

In  all  five  regions  and  in  our  Historic  Resources  and 
Planning  and  Ecology  Departments,  our  property 
management  staff  and  a  cadre  of  active  volunteers  have 
been  hard  at  work  not  only  preserving  these  extra- 
ordinary scenic,  historic,  and  ecological  resources,  but 
also  making  them  more  accessible  and  "user-friendly" 
for  our  members  and  other  visitors. 


Western  Region 

Only  The  Trustees  would  offer  visitors  the  chance  to 
learn  about  both  our  colonial  heritage  and  our  present- 
day  environmental  treasures  at  the  same  location  in 
southern  Berkshire  County.  At  the  Colonel  John  Ashley 
House,  a  historic  re-enactment  of  a  Revolutionary  War 
encampment  drew  several  hundred  participants  and 
observers;  while  across  the  pasture,  a  new  visitor  center 
at  Bartholomew's  Cobble  helped  draw  new  participants 
to  the  wide-ranging  natural  history  programs  organized 
by  Regional  Ecologist  Don  Reid. 

At  Naumkeag  in  Stockbridge  and  the  Bryant 
Homestead  in  Cummington,  Historic  House 
Administrator  Mark  Baer  implemented  new  procedures 
to  protect  the  collections  of  valuable  furnishings  and 
historic  objects.  These  steps  resulted  from  the 
completion  of  collections  conservation  surveys  at  both 
museums,  funded  through  a  grant  from  the  federal 
government's  Institute  for  Museum  Services. 

Government  funding  also  helped  the  town  of 
Middlefield  to  improve  the  safety  of  the  bridge  over  the 
cascading  brook  at  Glendale  Falls  in  Middlefield,  after 
Regional  Supervisor  Stan  Piatcyzc  successfully 
concluded  lengthy  negotiations  to  improve  both  the 
appearance  of  the  bridge  and  the  parking  area  for  our 
adjacent  reservation. 

At  Field  Farm  in  South  Williamstown,  new 
innkeepers  Jean  and  Sean  Cowhig  welcomed  an 
increasing  number  of  guests  to  The  Trustees'  only 
bed-and-breakfast. 
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Ci  ntrai  Region 

With  only  four  year-round  staff  members  (including 
himself!).  Central  Regional  Supervisor  Dick  O'Brien 
depended  heavily  on  the  efforts  of  volunteers  to  help 
upgrade  and  manage  the  13  properties  in  his  region. 
At  the  Rock  House  Reservation  in  West  Brookfield, 
the  local  Rotary  Club  and  Boy  Scout  troop  organized  a 
workday  and  barbecue  for  more  than  50  volunteers, 
resulting  in  new  plantings,  improved  trails,  and  funding 
for  a  weekend  ranger  at  the  property. 

In  Petersham,  a  team  of  Yale  graduate  students 
completed  management  plans  for  Swift  River  Reserva- 
tion and  Brooks  Woodland  Preserve,  and  the  newly- 
reorganized  Petersham  Area  Properties  Committee  played 
a  role  in  reviewing  the  recommendations  to  improve 
management  and  increase  public  awareness  and  access. 

At  The  Old  Manse  in  Concord,  Laurie  Butters  was 
appointed  as  the  first  full-time  Historic  Site  Manager 
and  immediately  began  working  with  the  Collections 
Committee  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  museum 
interiors  and  their  presentation  to  visitors.  An  active 
local  committee  helped  raise  funds  to  match  a  $21,000 
grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission. 
The  grant  will  fund  critically-needed  preservation  work 
on  the  windows,  trim,  and  structure  of  the  building.

O'Brien  and  his  staff  will  function  with  increased 
efficiency  next  year  as  a  result  of  a  generous  donation 
to  fund  the  construction  of  a  new  maintenance  facility, 
a  fully-equipped  shop,  and  an  expanded  regional  office 
in  Leominster.  Planning  and  permitting  have  been 
completed,  and  a  ground-breaking  this  past  spring 
will  mean  completion  by  year-end.

OUTHEAST  REGIO 

Sometimes  responsible  stewardship  requires 
extraordinary  efforts  simply  to  defend  a  property 
against  a  major  threat.  At  our  817-acre  Whitney  and 
Thayer  Woods  in  Cohasset,  the  threat  came  from  a 
proposal  to  expand  the  adjacent  Cohasset  Heights 
Landfill.  Several  months  of  extensive  engineering  and 
legal  work  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $100,000  and  countless 
long  evening  meetings  attended  by  Regional  Supervisor 
Tom  Foster  and  engineer  John  Thomas  (on  a  pro  bono 
basis)  were  necessary  to  document  the  landfill's 
damaging  impacts  on  Whitney  and  Thayer  Woods. 
The  Cohasset  Board  of  Health  eventually  denied  the 
expansion  permit. 

Elsewhere  in  the  region,  welcoming  new  visitors  meant 
the  construction  of  new  parking  areas  for  Rocky  Narrows 
Reservation  in  Sherborn  and  for  Lowell  Holly 
Reservation  in  Sandwich  and  Mashpee.  At  Rocky 
Woods  and  Fork  Factory  Brook  in  Medfield,  parking 
was  just  one  of  the  concerns  of  a  nine-member 
volunteer  committee  that  worked  with  staff  to  develop 
a  new  management  plan  for  the  properties.  The  plan 
recommends  rehabilitating  the  Chickering  Pond  area, 
establishing  a  new  visitor  center,  expanding  interpretation, 
working  with  other  organizations  to  provide  programming, 
and  ensuring  access  for  people  with  disabilities. 

Collaboration  and  volunteer  activism  were  also 
evident  at  the  Massachusetts'  Horticultural  Society's 
Spring  Flower  Show,  as  The  Trustees  collaborated  with 
volunteers  from  the  Association  of  Professional 
Landscape  Designers  to  mount  an  impressive  rendition 
of  the  garden  at  the  Bradley  Reservation.  More  than  80 
volunteers  staffed  the  exhibit  during  the  ten  days  of  the  show.

Collaboration  with  other  non-profit  organizations  also 
resulted  in  major  progress  this  year  in  developing  a 
management  plan  for  Nashawena  Island,  on  which  we 
hold  our  largest  conservation  restriction.  The  Nature 
Conservancy  and  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  have 
worked  closely  with  Islands  staff  and  Associate  Director 
for  Planning  and  Ecology  Lisa  Vernegaard  to  document 
plant  and  wildlife  species  and  to  conduct  a  prescribed 
burn  on  the  island. 

On  Martha's  Vineyard,  visitors  gained  improved 
access  to  our  Chappaquiddick  properties  with  the  long- 
awaited  reopening  of  the  Dike  Bridge.  Superintendent 
Dave  Belcher  expanded  the  Cape  Poge  Natural  History 
Tours  to  offer  both  guided  vehicle  and  canoe  trips  and 
visits  to  the  scenic  lighthouse.  Teaching  an  appreciation 
of  nature  and  the  importance  of  property  stewardship 
was  also  a  goal  of  the  Claire  Saltonstall  Education 
Program,  as  Biologist/Educator  Mary  Merges  introduced 
an  increasing  number  of  Island  school-children  to  the 
wonders  of  vernal  pools,  sandplain/grassland  habitats, 
and  island  wildlife.

At  Mytoi,  the  oriental-style  garden  created  by  the  late 
Mary  Wakeman  on  Chappaquiddick,  volunteers  Lindsay 
Allison  and  Tom  Tilghman  collaborated  with  consultant 
Julie  Messervy  and  Islands'  staff  to  plan  a  major 
restoration  of  the  garden,  which  was  devastated  by 
hurricane  several  years  ago.  Initial  fund-raising  success 
allowed  pathway  improvements  and  replanting  of 
several  key  areas. 


Northeast  Region 

Northeast  regional  supervisor  Wayne  Mitton  donned 
dark  glasses  and  joined  the  Hollywood  set  in  1995  as 
The  Crucible  came  to  Crane  Wildlife  Refuge.  Creating 
(and  then  removing)  a  village  of  15  buildings  {circa 
1692)  on  Hog  Island,  overseeing  the  on-location 


logistics  for  several  hundred  actors  and  technicians,  and 
supervising  the  restoration  of  the  fields  and  roadways 
required  long  hours  for  Mitton  and  Crane  Superinten- 
dent Peter  Pinciaro.  But  the  result  was  a  complete  success, 
even  before  the  movie  opens.  A  new  $85,000  dock  and 
other  improvements  to  the  refuge  have  allowed  us  to  begin 
a  new  Crane  Islands  Tour  on  the  Osprey  in  1996,  and  the 
initial  response  is  very  promising.

Across  the  river,  Castle  Hill  opened  its  gates  with  a 
new  public  program  that  focused  on  the  historic 
landscape,  architectural,  and  ecological  features  of  the 
property.  The  summer  music  festival  gave  way  to  a  more 
informal  schedule  of  events,  but  more  visitors  than  ever 
experienced  the  estate  as  guests  at  weddings  and  other 
functions. 

The  past  year  saw  the  completion  of  master  plans  to 
guide  garden  restoration  at  Long  Hill  in  Beverly  and 
historic  preservation  at  The  Stevens-Coolidge  Place  in 
North  Andover.  Initial  restoration  of  the  Paine  House  at 
Greenwood  Farm  literally  uncovered  new  archeological 
information,  and  an  important  assessment  of  the  total 
landscape  at  Castle  Hill  set  the  stage  for  a  comprehensive 
preservation  strategy  there. 


GIS  Generates  New  Trail  Maps 

With  financial  support  from  the  Stratford  Foundation 
and  in-kind  donations  from  Hewlett  Packard  and  Data 
General,  Inc.,  The  Trustees  purchased  a  new  UNIX 
workstation  for  the  Geographic  Information  System 
(GIS)  at  headquarters.  The  GIS  is  a  computerized  data 
base  and  mapping  system  that  has  produced  new  trail 
maps  for  16  Trustees  properties  over  the  past  three 
years.  It  has  also  produced  maps  to  assist  in 
management  and  planning  of  1 1  Trustees  reservations 
and  on  Nashawena.  The  newly-installed  network  will 
also  allow  the  Land  Conservation  and  Ecology 
Departments  to  directly  access  the  database  of  the  GIS.

Highlights  and  Projects  Completed 
April  1,  1995-March  31,  1996 


Rocky  Narrows,  Sherborn,  on  the  Charles  River:  a  75-acre  greenway  added  to  one  of  The  Trustees'  oldest  properties. 


IN  A  PRODUCTIVE  AND  REWARDING  YEAR,  the  Land 
Conservation  Center  completed  14  projects  protecting 
571  acres.  Seven  parcels  totaling  353  acres  were  added 
to  existing  reservations  and  6  parcels  totalling  213  acres 
were  protected  by  permanent  conservation  restrictions. 
In  addition,  The  Trustees  affiliate,  The  Massachusetts 
Land  Conservation  Trust  (MLCT),  acquired  a  strategic 
5-acre  parcel  on  an  interim  basis  for  protection  by  the 
state's  farmland  protection  program.  We  thank  all 
donors  of  land  and  restrictions  to  The  Trustees,  those 
who  have  made  charitable  bargain  sales,  and  the 
volunteers  who  have  spotted  opportunities  and  helped 
our  staff  to  extend  its  reach.  They  have  contributed 
significantly  to  the  Massachusetts  heritage  of  protected  land. 


Outreach  and  Collaboration 

While  maintaining  its  strong  momentum  in  land 
acquisition  and  protection,  The  Land  Conservation 
Center  carried  out  an  ambitious  program  of  outreach  to 
landowners,  support  of  the  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Coalition,  and  building  of  partnerships  with  numerous 
organizations  and  agencies  with  a  commitment  to  open 
space  protection.  Notable  activities  and  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Center  during  1995-1996  included: 

^  Continued  leadership  of  the  Massachusetts  Land 
Trust  Coalition  which  helped  to  secure  passage  of  a  new 
open  space  bond  authorization.  Governor  William  Weld 
signed  into  law  the  $399.15  million  Open  Space  Bond 
Act  at  The  Trustees'  Governor  Hutchinson's  Field  in 
Milton  on  February  12. 


?  Organization  of  the  1996  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Conference,  co-sponsored  with  the  Land  Trust  Coalition. 
This  year  we  welcomed  our  largest  number  of  attendees, 
130,  to  the  Tower  Hill  Botanic  Garden  in  Boylston. 

^  Organization  and  co-sponsorship  of  a  well  received 
skill-building  workshop  Negotiation  Techniques  and 
Strategies.  Forty-five  people  attended  this  intensive 
one-day  seminar  held  at  Tower  Hill  in  Boylston. 
The  Trust  for  Public  Land,  New  England  Forestry 
Foundation,  Massachusetts  Land  Trust  Coalition, 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  and  Historic 
Massachusetts  were  co-sponsors. 

^  Continued  participation  in  the  Bay  Circuit  Alliance, 
of  which  The  Trustees  is  a  founder  and  Wesley  Ward 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In  1995,  the 
Alliance  published  its  first  phase  Land  Protection  Plan, 
which  shows  in  greater  detail  than  ever  before  how  the 
200-mile  Bay  Circuit  trail  corridor  can  be  permanently 
protected. 

^  Publication  of  two  issues  of  Conservation  Notes, 
an  occasional  publication  on  issues  of  interest  to  the 
Massachusetts  land  conservation  community.  The  first 
included  a  detailed  commentary  on  the  'Bennett' 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  upholding  a 
state-held  agricultural  preservation  restriction  in  the 
town  of  Sheffield.  The  second  included  a  summary  and 
description  of  the  Open  Space  Bond  and  an  explanation 
of  the  state's  process  of  allocating  capital  funds. 
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?  Major  assistance  to  the  on-going  campaign  to  protect 
at  least  1,300  acres  within  the  historic  Estabrook  Woods 
in  Concord  and  Carlisle.  At  the  end  of  March,  closings 
on  the  73-acre  Pippin  Tree  parcel  in  Concord  and  the 
34-acre  Malcolm  property  in  Carlisle  were  imminent.

Added  to  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge,  Martha's  Vineyard, 
7.4  acres  of  beach  and  dunes. 


^  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge,  Martha's  Vineyard: 
A  7.4  acre  parcel  of  barrier  beach,  dune  and  wetland 
at  the  forearm  of  Cape  Poge.  Acquired  through  a 
charitable  "bargain  sale"  made  on  very  generous  terms 
by  Donald  Greenstein  of  Pound  Ridge,  New  York,  the 
parcel  will  be  kept  "forever  wild."  Except  for  its  narrow 
beaches  on  Cape  Poge  Bay  and  Nantucket  Sound,  and  a 
half-acre  pond  with  surrounding  wetland,  it  is  entirely 
covered  by  American  beach  grass.  Deer,  otter,  and 
northern  harrier  are  frequently  seen  as  are  terns  and 
piping  plovers. 

455  Doyle  Reservation,  Leominster:  A  scenic  4.4-acre 
field  adjacent  to  the  Doyle  Reservation  on  Lindell 
Avenue  was  purchased  with  funds  provided  by  a 
generous  donor.  The  view  across  that  field  to  the  east 
is  a  key  feature  of  the  Doyle  Reservation. 

?  McLennan  Reservation,  Tyringham:  John  and 
Katharine  McLennan  donated  a  50  percent  undivided 
interest  in  103  acres  of  woodland  in  Tyringham 
adjacent  to  The  Trustees'  McLennan  Reservation. 
The  property  includes  the  site  of  "Ashintully,"  the 
ruins  of  a  landmark  estate  built  in  1910  by  Robb 
dePeyster  Tytus.  Access  to  this  part  of  the  Reservation 
is  currently  unavailable;  call  our  Western  Regional 
Office  (413/298-3239)  for  details. 

?  Naumkeag,  Stockbridge:  Hill  Water  Company,  which 
supplied  water  to  Naumkeag  and  eight  other  estates  on 
Prospect  Hill  Road  for  more  than  a  century,  closed  in 


1993  rather  than  undertake  prohibitively  expensive 
improvements  to  comply  with  new  water  supply 
regulations.  Thanks  largely  to  the  generosity  of  John 
and  Jane  Fitzpatrick,  The  Trustees  acquired  the 
corporation,  following  the  donation  of  shares  by  the 
Fitzpatricks,  Richard  Brown,  and  Assadour  and  Arlene 
Tavitian.  The  corporation  has  been  dissolved  and  The 
Trustees  now  owns  48  acres  on  Rattlesnake  Mountain 
overlooking  Naumkeag  and  the  town  of  Stockbridge. 

9.  Old  Town  Hill,  Newbury:  Over  100  acres  of  upland 
woods  and  marsh  were  donated  by  Susan  Page  Little  of 
Newbury  in  memory  of  her  late  husband  Justin  and  his 
parents,  Margaret  and  Silas.  With  more  than  one-half 
mile  of  frontage  on  the  Little  River,  this  addition  greatly 
expands  the  habitat  and  scenic  value  of  the  reservation. 


Added  to  Old  Town  Hill,  Newbury,  100  acres  of  marsh  and 
upland  forest  along  the  Little  River. 


s  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation,  Sherborn:  Thanks  to 
the  watchful  eyes  and  extraordinary  generosity  of 
Corporate  Trustees  George  Lewis  and  Franklin  "Bunge" 
King,  both  of  Sherborn,  75.2  acres  of  woodland 
adjacent  to  the  Sherborn  Town  Forest  and  bordering  the 
Charles  River  were  added  to  the  reservation  by  The 
Trustees'  affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Land  Conservation 
Trust.  For  details  of  this  intricate  greenway  project,  see 
the  Winter  1996  edition  of  Special  Places. 

^  Charles  W.  Ward  Reservation,  Andover:  A  14.5  acre 
parcel  of  meadow  and  young  woods  on  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  Ward  Reservation  was  given  by  Emily 
Taft.  With  her  late  husband,  Frederick  P.  Taft,  Mrs.  Taft 
has  been  a  good  friend  of  the  Ward  Reservation  and  an 
admirer  of  The  Trustees'  careful  management  of  the 
property.  This  parcel  protects  views  to  the  south  from 
the  orchard  and  meadow  at  the  Ward  Reservation  and 
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View  of  the  Ward  Reservation,  North  Andover,  from  the 
Taft  addition.

Permanent  Conservation  Restrictions  (CRs) 

^  Broad  Meadows,  Stockbridge:  Forty-eight  acres  of 
field,  upland  forest  and  extensive  open  marshland  in 
Stockbridge  have  been  protected  through  a  Conservation 
Restriction  (CR)  donated  by  Thaxter  P.  Spencer.  The 
restriction  also  preserves  the  scenic  vista  of  Larrywang 
Brook  from  state  Route  102. 

0s  Edgewood  Farm,  North  Andover:  Through 
collaboration  with  the  Town  of  North  Andover, 
Edgewood  Retirement  Community  has  conveyed 
a  CR  to  The  Trustees  on  29.5  acres  adjacent  to  Lake 
Cochichewick  and  The  Trustees'  Weir  Hill  Reservation. 
The  restriction  protects  the  wooded  hillside  that  drains 
directly  into  the  reservoir. 

c58  McEver  Property,  Salisbury,  Connecticut:  Bruce  and 
Georgia  McEver  donated  a  CR  on  48  acres  of  rugged, 
forested  hillside  overlooking  the  Housatonic  River  just 
south  of  the  Massachusetts  line.  The  restriction, 
adjacent  to  the  CR  given  by  Harrison  Salisbury  in  1986, 
increases  the  total  area  under  Trustees'  protection  at 
Bartholomew's  Cobble  to  815  acres. 

Farandnear,  Shirley:  Professor  Arthur  S.  Banks  of 
Shirley  and  Binghamton,  New  York  donated  a  CR  on 
80.9  acres  protecting  1200  feet  of  frontage  on  Center 
Road  just  south  of  the  historic  village  of  Shirley  Center, 
extensive  wetlands,  natural  springs,  the  picturesque  ravine 
of  Spruce  Swamp  Brook,  and  an  extensive  trail  system. 


'  Summer  Street,  Manchcstcr-by-the-Sea:  Jane  C. 
Saltonstall  donated  a  CR  on  3.3  acres  of  meadows,  a 
tidal  creek  and  associated  wetlands  providing 
spectacular  views  of  Kettle  Cove  and  The  Trustees' 
Coolidge  Reservation. 

Jane  P.  Greene,  Wellesley:  Jane  P.  Greene  donated  a 
CR  on  3.25  acres  on  Pond  Street  with  800  feet  of 
frontage  on  I  .ike  W.ikni,  .i  prominent  feature  ol  the 
view  from  Wellesley  College.  With  the  exception  of 
Wellesley  College  and  one  small  segment  which  cannot 
be  developed  further,  the  entire  shoreline  of  Lake  Waban 
is  now  protected  by  permanent  CRs  given  by  members 
of  the  Hunnewell  family.

Interim  Acquisition  by  the  Massachusetts 
Land  Conservation  Trust  (MLCT) 

Established  in  1972,  MLCT  is  a  legally  separate 
charitable  corporation,  with  a  board  of  directors 
appointed  by  The  Trustees.  Its  mission  is  to  carry  out 
interim  acquisitions  on  behalf  of  The  Trustees  or  our 
collaborators,  pending  completion  of  fundraising  and 
other  arrangements  to  enable  conservation  of  as  much 
environmentally  significant  land  as  possible. 

Renfrew  Property,  Sunderland:  MLCT  purchased  a 
strategic  5-acre  parcel  of  rich  Connecticut  River  Valley 
farmland.  The  property  lies  in  the  middle  of  a  large 
block  of  farmland  protected  by  the  state's  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction  (APR)  Program.  The  parcel  had 
already  been  subdivided  and  listed  for  sale  as  five  house 
lots  by  its  developer.  MLCT  sold  an  APR  to  the  state;  in 
the  spring  of  1996,  the  utilities  were  removed  and  the 
land  was  sold  to  the  adjacent  farmer,  who  is  keeping  the 
land  in  production. 
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Financial  Report 

Fiscal  Year  1996 

April  1,  1995  -March  31,  1996 


FISCAL  YEAR  1996  PRODUCED  EXCELLENT  RESULTS  for 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations.  Annual  contributions, 
led  by  The  Charles  Eliot  Society  and  The  1891  Society, 
increased  again,  and  now  are  approaching  $1  million 
per  year.  The  membership  base  has  grown  to  over 
15,000  members  at  March  31,  1996  and  income  from 
membership  dues  was  more  than  $200,000  above  last 
year's  total.  As  shown  below  in  the  revenue  summary 
chart,  dues  now  represent  14%  of  our  operating  budget. 

A  new  initiative  at  Crane  Beach  to  move  people  from 
paying  general  admission  to  membership  status  was 
highly  successful.  The  annual  membership  fee  of  $150 
reduced  reservation  receipts  at  the  beach  but  was  more 
than  offset  by  growth  in  membership.  The  net  benefit 
was  approximately  $50,000. 

Castle  Hill  Festival  events  were  below  budget  by 
$52,000  due  to  poor  weather  conditions.  We  have  tried 
to  eliminate  this  risk  in  the  current  fiscal  year  by  having 
the  Independence  Day  celebration  as  the  sole  large 
outdoor  event. 

On  the  expense  side,  the  effort  to  stop  the  Cohasset 
Heights  Landfill  from  further  encroachment  onto 
Trustees'  property  produced  unbudgeted  engineering 
and  legal  bills  in  excess  of  $100,000.  However,  good 
cost  controls  throughout  the  organization  helped  to 
minimize  the  impact  of  this  project. 

A  significant  accounting  change  recommended  by  our 
auditors  and  adopted  by  The  Trustees  relates  to  the 
treatment  of  capital  expenditures.  Previously  The 
Trustees  expensed  all  items  of  a  capital  nature.  Under 
the  new  treatment,  most  of  these  expenditures  have 
been  capitalized  and  will  be  expensed  over  a  period  of 
years.  On  this  basis,  the  $70,000  depreciation  expense 


for  the  year  was  $221,000  less  than  what  would  have 
been  expensed  under  the  prior  year's  methodology. 

Therefore,  on  a  comparable  basis,  the  bottom  line  net 
increase  for  the  year  would  be  $89,000,  instead  of 
$310,000 — still  an  excellent  result. 

The  favorable  financial  outcome  of  the  filming  of  The 
Crucible  is  not  contained  in  the  operating  fund  results. 
This  was  a  special  project  that  was  not  included  in  our 
regular  operating  budget,  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
a  surplus  in  excess  of  $100,000  will  be  available  for 
Crane  Wildlife  Refuge,  the  site  of  much  of  the  filming. 

The  strong  growth  in  The  Trustees'  endowment  was 
also  a  highlight.  The  endowment  fund  grew  from  $45 
million  to  approximately  $56  million — the  result  of 
capital  appreciation  and  contributions.  This  represented  a 
23.7%  increase  for  the  year. 

Those  who  read  the  audited  financial  statements  will 
note  that  this  year  the  layout  differs  significantly  from 
that  of  prior  years.  A  new  national  accounting  standard 
(FASB  116  and  117)  has  required  all  non-profit 
organizations  to  present  financial  information  in  a  new 
standard  format.  The  Trustees  adopted  these  standards  in 
this  fiscal  year. 

In  summary,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  had  a  very 
solid  year  from  an  operating  point  of  view.  Our  challenge 
is  to  continue  the  growth  of  membership,  annual  giving 
and  endowment.
